Saving on a Large Scale. 


From the Philadelphia Ledger. 
The Building Association and Horn# 
Journal publishes a summary of th# 
work of a Quincy (Illinois) 
society, 
which shows at the same tim e the great 
extent and usefulness of this form of oo- 
j operative saving. 
The Quincy society 
has been no more successful than many 
in this city, but the figures of its bus­ 
iness for ten years happen to be pre­ 
sented in a way that suggests com m ent. 
In the ten years three hundred thou­ 
sand dollars were paid in as dues. 
This 
w'fts the sum actually saved by the m em­ 
bers from their weekly earnings. 
An­ 
other hundred thousand dollar* 
was 
paid in as premiums on loa»s and $83,- 
000 for interest. 
An item of $261,300 
for loans repaid is perhaps largely rep­ 
resented in the account of dues. 
Over 
a quarter of a million dollars w as paid 
! out to withdrawing stockholders, and 
I $432,000 was lent to borrowing mem- 
j bers. 
The sales of real estate and pres 
ent value o! real estate belonging to th# 
society show that less than seven pet 
cent, in value of the loans made had to 
be recorded by sale of the secaritie*. 
It should be remembered, too, 
that 
these cases do not necessarily show 
losses on the part of the borrowers, but 
generally only a failure to save as much 
as had been intended. 
In transacting 
this great business of three-quarters ot 
a m illion dollars, the expenses hav# 
been only ten thousand, or one thou-

LIFE n r A MONASTERY. 


A M onotonous E x isten ce—T he D aily B o u ­ 
tin*. 
A m onk’s day begins at 4 :30 a. m. 
aud th at breakfast is a very light and 
hasty m atter, taken without formality 
somewhere between 8 and 9, no one will 
be surprised to hear th at E nglish stom ­ 
achs are ready for their principal meal 
at 12:30. L et us go through a d a y : 
At 
4 :55 precisely—for punctuality is a 
great m atter—the big bell begius tolling 
for m atins. 
This is the modern equiv­ 
alent of w hat used to be called the m id­ 
night office. 
In the thirteenth century 
the hour was 2 a. m ., now it is 5; in 
some m onasteries on the continent it is 
4. 
B ut in those days they went to bed 
at sundown or soon after six, while we 
m oderns think 9 o’clock early. 
W hen 
the tower clock had ceased striking 5 
all rise, at a signal given by tho super­ 
ior, from the places where they have 
been 
kneeling 
aud 
waiting 
in the 
chancel, 
and the 
matin service be­ 
gins. 
On 
ordinary 
d ivo 
it 
lasts 
and hour and a 
quarter, and has 
not much about it 
of ceremony or 
ritual th at could catch the eye of an- 
looker. 
B ut on festivals it is an almost 
gay scene, and m ust begin earlier on ac­ 
count of its greater protraction. 
On 
such occasions a large num ber are a r­ 
rayed in alb and cope; the organ ac­ 
com panies the chant, and sometimes 
the voices of boys m ingle with the heav­ 
ier tones of the monks. 
These little 
choristers are selected from the abbey 
school. 
“P rim e” is chanted at 7:30; 
the conventional m ass—th at is, the pub­ 
lic mass of the day—is sung at 9 o’clock 
and at this the whole school assists. 
On festivals this is the great celebration 
of the day and is more or less solemn in 
proportion to the greatness of the 
feast; a sermon often accompanies it. 
the next tim e that the com m unity are 
called to the church is for tho office oi 
“none,” and after this, at 4:30, comet 
the evening office or vespers. 
This, 
like the mass, is sung with organ ac­ 
com panim ent, and these two, with m at­ 
ins, m ake up tho more solemn of the 
daily services, at which all are more 
stringently bound 
to 
bo 
present 
Tho 
office 
of 
“com pline,” 
the 
closing 
prayer 
of 
the 
day, 
re ­ 
cited at 8 :30. m akes the sixth and Iasi 
tim e that th e monks assem ble in tlie 
church. 
They spend at least three 
hours and a half every dav in this choral 
d u ty —on festivals much m ore; it i* 
one of the principal em ploym ents oi 
m onastic life. 
The order of the das 
never varies, with the single exceptioc 
th a t on Sundays and very great festival* 
the high mass takes place at 10 o’clock, 
for the convenience of those “outsiders’1 
who frequent the abbv church, and who 
m ight think 9 o'clock rather 
early. 
The rem ainder of the day is filled 
tip 
in divers ways, in the discharge of th« 
various occupations which each has as­ 
signed to him. 
From the end of com­ 
pline till the end of prim e of the fol­ 
lowing m orning is a tim e of the strict­ 
est silence and recollection; not a word 
m ust l>e spoken for anything short ol 
the gravest necessity, and no work oi 
business is done. 
It is the tim e for the 
nightly rest, and for m editation and 
private prayer. 
B ut when prim e in 
finished the active work of the day be­ 
gins. 
Forem ost am ong this is the work 
of teaching; for the monks of these 
days still m aintain their ancient tra ­ 
dition of education, and the school is 
an almost integral p art of a monastic 
establishm ent.—The N ineteenth Cen­ 
tury. 


A N e w V iew o f M a r g a r e t F u lle r. 
Rochester Union. 
N athaniel 
H aw thorne’s 
analysis of 
M argaret F uller Ossoli, as given in the 
recently 
published biography by his 
son, will surprise many. 
It waa w ritten 
after she was dead, and while Mr. H aw ­ 
thorne was in liom e, where he cams 
across some unpleasant facts regarding 
her m arriage. 
H e said : 
“ She had not the charm of woman 
hood. 
But she was a persoD anxious tc 
try all things and fill up her experience 
in all directions; she had a strong and 
coarse nature, which she had done hei 
utm ost to refine, with in tirite pains; 
but of course, it could be only super­ 
ficially changed. 
. 
. 
. 
M argaret has not 1 aft iu the 
hearts and minds of those who knew her 
any deep witness of her integrity and 
purity. 
She was a great hum bug—of 
cour-e, with much talent and much 
m oral reality, or else she could never 
have been so great a hum bug. 
B ut she 
had 
stuck herself full of borrowed 
qualities, which she had chos#*n to pro­ 
vide 
herself 
with, but 
which had 
n^t root in her. 
. . . It was such an 
awful joke th at she should have resolved 
—in ail sincerity, no doubt—to make 
herself the greatest, w isest, best woman 
of the age, and to that end she set to 
worn on her strong, heavy, n a pliable, 
and, in many respects, defective and 
evil nature, and adorned it with a mo­ 
saic of adm irable qualities, such as she 
chose to possess,putting in here a splen­ 
did talent and there a moral excellence, 
and polishing saeh separate piece, and 
the whole together, until it seemed to 
shine afar aud dazzle all who saw it. 
She took credit to herself of having 
been her own redeem er, if not her own 
creator; and indeed, she was far more 
a work of art than any of Mozier’s stat­ 
utes. 
But she was not working on an 
inanim ate substance, 
like m arble or 
clay; there was som ething within her 
th at she could not possibly come at, to 
recreate or refine it; and by and by 
this rude old potency l>estirred itself 
and undid all her labor in the tw inkling 
of an eye.” 
The last phrase refers to her m ar­ 
riage and 
m arried 
life. 
T here 
are 
few' 
things 
in 
the 
whole 
biog­ 
raphy more interesting than the fa­ 
ther's keen eye analysis of that strong 
and brilliant woman, who was adm ired 
by Em erson and Channing and the 
whole group of Boston transcendental- 
ists of the Brook Farm period. 
Haw­ 
thorne’s mind was less influenced by 
her personality than theirs, and none 
of them read charactor with such fine 
discernm ent as he. 
At the same tim e, 
he but gave a definite expression to a 
m isty im pression concerning her that 
was wide-spread. M argaret F uller was 
not considered a lovable woman by some 
of the warm est adm irers of her intellect. 
She bew ildered th e m ; b u t she did not 
bew ilder H aw thorne. 
H is eye was al­ 
ways clear and calm , and penetrated 
all intervening mists. 
He may have 
magnified defects sometimes from his 
ideal standpoint, but not more, proba­ 
bly, in M argaret F u ller’s case than her 
eulogists magnified her m erits. 
I t is 
certain th at his judgm ent was intelli­ 
gent and sincere, for he was always sin­ 
cere, and he did not w rite the analysis 
for the public eye, and he had known 
her long and was fam iliar with tli* 
most significant facts of her life.
